Open Pantry Makes Holiday Season 
Brighter For Less Fortunate

It’s close to Christmas and -although Diane 
Crowell is gracious enough to speak about her 
role as Director of the Open Pantry, there is a sub- 
tle tension in her face. 

In a room of many stories and against a 
backdrop of desks, toys, and bulletin boards 
covered with notices, she quietly admits that itis 
especially difficult to deny requests at this time of 
year. 


The Open Pantry, housed on Main Street in 
West Springfield, provides services to the 
homeless and disadvantaged in the 


Agawam/West Springfield area. Ms. Crowell, with 
a regular staff of five, as well as 50 volunteers, 
make it possible for people in need to receive 
food, clothing, and medical and social services 
throughout the year. 

Statistics prove the complexity of the task. In 
November alone, 1,148 individuals received vital 
necessities, representing approximately 386 
households. The numbers also tell a chilling 
story—of the total number of people served, 624 
were children.

The 1993 Agawam UNICO Club’s choice for the

i Scching Return Of 
Safety Officer

A joint meeting of the town’s four elementary 
school councils was held in the Community Room 
of the Agawam Public Library on December 8th. 

Called by the Benjamin J. Phelps School Coun- 
cil, the meeting focused on issues and concerns 
common to each of the elementary schools. 

The issue of the loss of the position of safety 
officer in the Agawam Police Department surfac- 
ed amid a storm of angry protests from the coun- 
cil members, who propose to institute a letter- 
writing campaign in support of reinstating the 
position. 

Formerly, the safety officer took over the 
responsibilities for school bus and bus stop safe- 
ty issues and performed the twice-yearly bus 
evacuation drills mandated by the state. To date, 
the expected fall bus evacuation drill has yet to be 
conducted. 

Clark School Principal Smith Rovelli echoed the 
sentiments of fellow principals: “We could always 
count on Sergeant Al Longhi {former safety of- 
ficer) to check on the bus stops and to do the bus 
evacuation.” 

Parent Doreen Gildersleeve of the Granger 
School Council said, “There’s definitely a need 
for an official designated to help with problems 
like bus safety and bike safety, but each schoo! 
has its own Safety issues such as traffic condi-

Charest is still involved in town politics and at- 
tends 90 percent of council meetings. He is 
presently serving on the Board of Registrars and 
the St. John’s Church Council. 

To top it all off, Charest was also involved in 
various town clubs and committees. He was a 
member of a Blue Ribbon Committee, a police 
commissioner, Notary Public, Agawam Lions and 
Elks Clubs, and was a former Grand Knight. 

He is presently a member of the Agawam 
Knights of Columbus. 

Although a street has been named for him, 
Charest Lane (in the prestigious Hunter’s Green 
development), Charest is modest about his ac- 
complishments. He has received citations from 
Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, State Represen- 
tative Michael P. Walch, and State Senator Linda 
J. Melconian. 

Charest is the recipient of the “Good Citizens 
Award,” and his name appears on five different 
plaques in public buildings in Agawam for his 
contribution to their construction. 

“Biggest Day” Of His Life 

“The biggest day of my life was when | was 21 
and old enough to vote,” said Charest. Since then, 
Charest has not missed one local, state, or federal 
government election. 

His first experience in politics came when he 
was 12 years old in 1928. He campaigned with his 
friend’s father, who was a politician for Democrat 
Alfred E. Smith, who lost to President Herbert 
Hoover. As he was parading down the street and 
holding up signs, Charest fell in love with politics. 

Although his parents were Republicans, 
Charest is a staunch Democrat. However, he says 
he has many good friends and elected officials 
who are Republicans. 
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One of his most memorable moments in 
politics was when he was elected as selectman. 
“It was a great honor,” said Charest. “| have en- 
joyed working for and serving the people.” 

Charest moved to Agawam with his first wife, 
Rita, when he was 27. He was interested in farm- 
ing and a rural setting, and Agawam fit the bill 
back then. He bought seven acres of land in town 
and raised chickens and hogs. 

“It like everything about Agawam,” said 
Charest. “It’s a very active town that grew in the 
last 25 years.” 

Although Charest had received offers to work in 
Washington, he did not want to leave Agawam. “| 
liked my job too much to give it up,” said Charest 
(about his later job as an engineer at American 
Bosch). 

Charest worked for American Bosch for 48 
years and through the company’s scattered 
plants, he was able to travel extensively to many 
states and European countries. He retired in 1980 
as a liaison and consulting engineer. 

Although Charest misses being as actively in- 
volved in town politics, he strongly believes young 
people should take over. ‘“Young people should 
keep things going. I’ve had my time and have done 
what | could do. Old bucks like me have had it,” he 
joked. 

In his retirement, Charest enjoys woodworking, 
gardening, traveling, and golf. Charest said he us- 
ed to do-a lot of bowling with the heavy maple 
candlepins. He also played baseball and softball 
for the AAA Industrial League. 

Charest lives on Hastings Street with his se- 


cond wife, Lauretta. His first wife, Rita, died in- 


1974. Charest has three sons: Donald Charest, the 
associate superintendent of schools for the 
Agawam school system; Leonard Charest of West 
Springfield; and Robert Charest of Arizona and 
formerly of Feeding Hills.

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Town Takes Title 
To Golf Club Property 
On December 10th 


Mayor Christopher C. Johnson is pleased to an- 
nounce that the Town took title to the Agawam 
Country Club property on Friday, December 10th, 
1993. The closing follows the foreclosure auction 
on the property which took place on Tuesday, 
November 16th, 1993. 

The auction was attended by well over 100 peo- 
ple, and there were 17 qualified bidders who sub- 
mitted the required $100,000 bid deposit. The 
qualified bidders included area residents, as well 
as people from as far away as Las Vegas, Nevada 
and lttaly. At the foreclosure auction, Mayor 
Johnson placed the high bid of $1,250,000 on 
behalf of the Town. 

The property was formerly owned by Agawam 
Country Club, Inc., who had purchased the proper- 
ty and equipment from Walter A. and Anne H. 
Czelusniak on April 7th, 1989 for the sum of 
$2,750,000. Since the auction, the Town has 
begun work on the property to prepare it for the 
upcoming winter. The Town also has inventoried 
the course equipment, and is preparing an 
assessment of the clubhouse facilities. 

At the closing, the Town was represented by At- 
torney Thomas S. Locke, and the Mortgagee 
(RECOLL Management Corporation as Attorney- 
in-Fact for the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration) was represented by Attorney gay S. 
Fentin. Jon J. Gasior, Vice President of RECOLL, 
was also on hand at the closing to execute the 
deed and the other necessary paperwork. Mayor 
Johnson thanked RECOLL and the FDIC for their 
cooperation and assistance during the interim 
between the auction and the closing. 

Mayor Johnson also expressed optimism for 
the future municipal operation of the golf course, 
and the preservation.of the prop@rty as open

Walsh Claims Victory For Senior Citizens 
As House Passes Bill To Lower Insurance 


Claiming victory for fixed-income senior . 


citizens throughout the state, Representative 
Michael Walsh (D-Agawam) says the House 
adopted legislation that will lower the cost of 
medigap insurance for a great majority of seniors 
who are either currently uninsured or not able to 
afford current health care coverages. 

“Double digit increases of the years past for 
health insurance coverage just cannot be allowed 
to continue. With many of our seniors on fixed in- 
comes that are already stretched as far as they 
can go, | see our medigap insurance action as a 
vital move to help our seniors maintain their 
health care coverages,” said Rep. Walsh. 

Central to the package were provisions to re- 
quire all policies to provide a drug prescription 


benefit, prohibit the underwriting of policies bas- 
ed on age or health status and lower the threshold 
at which an automatic public hearing and in- 
surance commissioner approval must be sought 
for proposed rate increases of 10% or over. 

“Each of these provisions are critical to bring- 
ing equity to the offering of insurance while keep- 
ing costs down. For those of us who have ad- 
vocated for affordable and comprehensive op- 
tions for our seniors, the adoption of these provi- 
sions give us, and the consumers who will be the 
beneficiaries, much with which to be pleased,” 
commented Walsh. 

The medigap initiatives must be approved by 
the Senate and signed into law by the Governor 
before becoming law.

It was agreed that each individual council 
would address the safety officer issue at their 
Own council meeting, and would send letters to 
Mayor Christopher C. Johnson explaining that the 
necessary services are not reaching the children. 

Parent Susan Dempsey told the group that a 
Town-Wide Safety Council has been recently 
formed to deal with safety issues facing every 
resident of Agawam. 

Comprised of town administrators, School 
Department officials, Police Department person- 
nel, and teachers, the Safety Council is expected 
to meet again in January. 

As the founder of the Safety Council, Mrs. 
Dempsey told the school council members, “If 
you have a concern, there is a place to start. This 
iS a willing group of people who will sit down and 
isten.” 

Lack Of Guidelines Discussed At Meeting 

Frustration over the lack of any specific 
guidelines from the state dominated much of the 
meeting. Participants expressed their concerns 
over what they were expected to accomplish in 
developing their School Improvement Plans. 

Under the Education Reform Act of 1993, the 
purpose of the school councils is to increase 
parental involvement in the schools and to 
develop a School Improvement Plan to be submit- 
ted to the School Committee each year. 

Phelps Principal William Miller voiced a con- 
cern heard from many of the school council 
members: ‘“‘What is it that we’re supposed to im- 
prove on? What are the needs of the school in 
general? Also, the law is written that each school 
is unique, but in Agawam we have more in com- 
mon than we have differences.” 

Lisa Stanton termed the training session held 
by the State Department of Education at 
Westfield State. College for school - council 
members as “‘perfectly worthless.” 

She said, ‘‘The training focused on how to run 
meetings. The state hasn’t gotten around. to giv- 
ing any recommendations on the school improve- 
ment plans.” 

Granger School Principal Phyllis Lewis added, 
“We're in such a gray area. There’s nothing com- 
ing from the state.” 

Considering the absence of any state recom- 
mendations, Mrs. Lewis said the group could 
decide what the School Improvement Plan should 


Fire-Wise 
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be. 

Questions about the advisory role of the school 
councils generated considerable discussion as 
the council members tried to pinpoint their func- 
tion within the school system. 

Mrs. Stanton said the role of the council is to 
advise the principal rather than ‘“micro-manage” 
the schools. Miller agreed that the councils 
should be concerned with global issues such as 
safety, instead of issues relating to a particular 
parent or child. 

Calling the school council a “pressure group,” 
Miller said, ‘‘When we speak as an elementary 
council, we’re representing 2,000 children. | see 
nothing wrong with being a pressure group.” 

Explaining The Budget Process 

Using a copy of the Phelps School budget as a 
model, Miller explained how the budget process 
works. According to Miller, the four elementary 
school principals have agreed that “we want to 
make sure everyone is getting treated the same” 
in terms of the basic services offered by the 
School Department. 

Among the basic needs common to all schools, 
Miller identified copiers and the supplies needed 
to provide the children with legible copies as well 
as workbooks used for practice in the classroom. 

Additionally, the school’s budget contains re- 
quests for basic supplies such as paper and pen- 
cils, textbooks, art supplies, and staff develop- 
ment. 

The combined school councils voted 
unanimously to support the principals in their ef- 
forts to gain the funding needed to provide basic 
services to their students after Miller told the 
group it was essential to have the power of the 
support of the councils behind the budgets. 

A sub-committee was formed to look into ways 
to inform and educate the public about the ex- 
istence and the role of the new school advisory 
councils. t 

Granger School’s Bonnie Moccio, a resident of 
Westfield, displayed a flyer exp!aining the school 
councils, as well as giving pertinent information 
on the School Department that had been sent to 
each city resident in their electric bills. 

The public relations sub-committee (comprised 
of Phyllis Lewis, Peggy Long, Rosemary Sandlin, 
and Doreen Gildersleeve) will investigate ways to 
get the information out to each household in 
Agawam and will report their findings at the next 
joint meeting of the school councils.

We think of the holidays as happy times, a 
chance to celebrate with family and friends. The 
Agawam Fire Depertment wants to wish you and 
your family a safe and happy holiday season, and 
offers the following suggestions to keep your holi- 
day safe: 

e When purchasing a live tree, look for the 
following signs of freshness. A fresh tree is green. 
Needles will be hard to pull from branches when 
bent between your fingers. Fresh needles don’t 
break if bounced on the ground, and a minimum 
number of needles should fall off. 

e To keep your tree fresh, cut off about two in- 
ches of the trunk to expose fresh wood for better 
absorption of water; keep stored outside the 
house ‘til you’re ready to decorate; and keep the 
stand filled with water. x 

e When placing your tree, make sure it is kept 
away from sources of heat (like'fireplaces or heat 
vents) and out of the way of traffic. 

¢ Check out your lights before placing them on 
the tree. Look for worn or frayed wires and broken 
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those persons responsible for assisting them.

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Melconian Leads Fight 
For Gender Equity 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced that she will be leading a fight in the 
Massachusetts Senate to fund a lawsuit settle- 
ment that awarded discrimination damages to 
female faculty members at 10 of Massachusetts 
community colleges. a 

Melconian stated, “I believe that it is the 
responsibility of the legislature to fund this long- 
awaited settlement. Gender equity must be 
treated as a priority.” 

She continued, “Professor Carolyn Tetreau of 
Springfield Technical Community College and 
many constituents who were affected by this 
discrimination brought the issue to my attention, 
and | agreed that the time had come for the 
legislature to right such a serious wrong.” . 

The issue began in 1987 when a class action 
lawsuit was filed that covered 15 community col- 
leges in Massachusetts, alleging salary inequities 
between the men and women that were employed 
by them. In December of 1992, after extensive 
statistical analysis by both sides, a federally- 
mandated settlement was signed by al! affected 
parties. The female faculty at 10 community col- 
leges were awarded back pay and damages, as 
well as salary adjustments. 

Damages went back to 1986 for eight cam- 
puses, which are as follows: Springfield, Bristol, 
Cape Cod, Middiesex, Mt. Wachusett, North 
Essex, North Shore, and Roxbury. There were two 
other campuses, Berkshire and Massasoit, whose 
claims dated to 1982 and 1983, respectively. 

Five campuses were not involved in the seitle- 
ment (Bunker Hill, Greenfield, Holyoke, 
Massachusetts Bay, and Quinsigamond) because 
the statistics revealed that there was no sex 
discrimination (campus wide) against the female 
faculty. . 

Melconian emphasized that subverting pay- 
ment of the community college women to other 
priorities perpetuates the contempt for equity, 
which was grounds for the original suit and the 
consequential settlement. 

She stated, “It is a matter of fairness and in- 
tegrity, plain and simple. Regardless of whether 
one agrees with the merits of the claim, a deci- 
sion was made by the courts and mandated that 
the Commonwealth make good on a matter of un- 
fairness and injustice. It is our responsibility to 
deliver to the plaintiffs what they are owed and 
deserve.” 

Melconian also praised the efforts of Majority 
Whip Joan Menard, who led a similar fight in the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives. 

“There is a strong support for this issue in the 
legislature because we have brought the issue to 
the forefront. | will work diligently to assure that 
this matter is resolved once and for all,” conciud- 
ed Melconian. 
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Carlo Ronca 


Carlo Ronca, 78, of 40 Nicole Terrace, Feeding 
Hills, and formerly of 250 Cooper Street, Agawam, 
a former Olympic gold medalist, died at home. 

He was a member of the four-man Italian Bicy- 
cle Team that won the gold medal at the 1936 
Berlin Olympics. 

Born in Verona, Italy, he won his first bicycle 
race in Alassio, Italy, at the age of 16. He was 22 
years-old when he made the Italian national team 
and competed in the Berlin Olympics. He went on 
to win 34 amateur races before becoming a pro- 
fessional cyclist in the late 1930’s. In 1938, he 
beat the legendary Fausto Coppi. 

His racing career was interrupted with the 
onset of World War Il, at which time he served in 
the Italian Army. 

After the war, he opened his own bicycle shop 
in Alassio, a resort city near the Riviera. He gave 
free bicycle rental to the late American author 
Ernest Hemingway and the pair often retired toa 
cafe to relax in the afternoons. He was proud of 
an autographed copy of ‘‘A Farewell to Arms,” in- 
scribed, ‘‘With sincere good wishes—Ernesto 
Hemingway, October 3, 1950.” 

He moved to the United States in 1950. He own- 
ed and operated Ronca’s Service Station, formerly 
located on Columbus Avenue in Springfield, now 
located on Main Street in Springfield. The service 
station, now called Ronca’s Mini Mart, is operated 
by his sons. 

He lived in Springfield for several years before 
moving to Agawam in 1962. 

He was a communicant of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel Church and was also a member of the 
Italian Athletic Club of Agawam. oa 

His wife, the former Colomba M. Tronconi, died 
previously. He leaves four sons, Paul F. of Miami 
Beach, Philip C. of Feeding Hills, Carl Ronca of 
Feeding Hills, and Joseph of East Longmeadow; 
and seven grandchildren. 

The funeral was held Thursday morning, 
December 16th, at the Forastiere Funeral Home 
and in the church. Burial was in Springfield Street 
Gemetery in Feeding Hills.

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Council Considers Ordinance To Regulate 
Dirtbikes, Snowmobiles, and RV’s

Over the last several months, the members of 

the Agawam Town Council have considered an or- 
dinance proposal to deal with complaints arising 
from the use of small motorized vehicles, such as 
dirtbikes and snowmobiles. Complaints from 
residents have centered around such nuisances 
as noise, dust, and trespassing on private proper- 
ty. ; 
% Councilors considered new local regulations to 
curb these public nuisances related to the opera- 
tion of these vehicles, and they acknowledged the 
difficulty of enforcement by local police. In an ef- 
fort to avoid duplication of existing state laws and 
to educate the public, the Town Council agreed to 
the sponsor’s withdrawal of the proposed legisla- 
tion and to the publication of major provisions of 
the statutes governing the operation of these 
recreation vehicles. 

Some of the provisions of the state law include: 

41. No person shall operate a snow vehicle ora 
recreation vehicle unless such vehicle has been 
registered in accordance with the provisions of 
the General Laws, except on land owned by the 
owner of such vehicle. 

2. These vehicles must be equipped properly, 
with one or more headlights, a red rear light, a red 
rear reflector, an adequate muffler, and such safe- 
ty equipment as may be required. 


3. No such vehicle shall be operated which 


makes an unusual or excessive noise or which 


emits obnoxious fumes. 

4. With certain exceptions, no person shall 
operate a snow vehicle or a recreation vehicle 
upon a state, country, city or town way. 

5. No one shall operate a snow vehicle or 
recreation vehicle so as to endanger any person 
or property. 

6. No one under the age of 14 shall operate a 
snow vehicle or recreation vehicle unless directly 
supervised by an adult. 


7. Every person operating or riding on a recrea- 
tion vehicle or snow vehicle shall wear protective 
headgear. 

8. No person shall operate a snow vehicle or 
recreation vehicle within 300 feet of an occupied 
residence without the permission of the owner or 
tenant. 

9. No person shall operate a snow vehicle or 
recreation vehicle between the hours of 11:00 p.m. 
and 6:00 a.m., except in cases of emergency. 


These provisions represent an overview of the 
Massachusetts Snowmobile and Recreational 
Vehicle Law. Penalties for violations of the 
statute include fines ranging from $20 to $300 
and/or imprisonment.

Walsh Optimistic About State’s 
Ability To Thwart Child Abuse 


Calling child abuse “society's most unaccep- 
table form of deviant behavior,’ Representative 
Michael P. Walsh (D-Agawam) is optimistic that 
fewer kids will have to suffer from abuse and 
neglect. 

As aegislative committee prepares to accept 
an award from ‘‘Protect the Children,” a national 
organization advocating for children’s rights and 
issues relating to child care and protection, Rep. 
Walsh cautions, however, that the fight to defend 
those who are “defenseless” must go on. 

“Child abuse tragically presents society with 
heavy social and financial costs..As the mistreat- 
ment of our children continues, young lives are 
ruined and medical, educational and criminal con- 
sequences abound. Fortunately, while dealing 
with abusers sternly, other legislative actions are 
in place to provide humane and cost-effective 
alternatives to families at-risk,” Walsh said. 

Walsh is most encouraged by the Children’s 
Trust Fund (CTF). Created by the Legislature, CTF 
is a public-private partnership whose purpose is 
to mobilize resources to prevent child abuse and 
neglect by strengthening and supporting families. 

Through the expansion of newborn home visits, 
funding of 19 statewide parenting education and 
support programs, continuing school-based child 
abuse prevention curricula, and raising public 
awarenss, Walsh says his and CTF’s goals for to-

day’s children can be achieved. 

CTF reports one out of every 22 children are 
abused or neglected. While they estimate the- 
average annual cost of services for an abusive 
family to be $50,000, CTF says home visits to pre- 
vent child abuse costs about $3,000. CTF in- 
dicates similar savings can be achieved by 
preventing the need for other abuse-related ser- 
vices. Walsh says these are the types of socially 
and fiscally responsible programs our society 
desperately need. 


“A major factor in youth violence, up to 90% of 
juvenile offenders come from abusive homes. Add 
to this up to 75% of all kids with inpatient mental 
health needs have been abused and about 30% of 
abused kids develop special education needs, 
and it is easy to see why a failure to prevent child 
abuse will lead to a further inability to resolve any 
of our societal wrongs,’ noted Walsh. 

On the enforcement end, legislation Walsh sup- 
ported to make child abuse a felony, as opposed 
to today’s misdemeanor classification, and to 
make such an offense easier to prosecute is now 
en the Governor's desk waiting to be signed into 
aw. 

“Hopefully, during this holiday season, the 
everlasting gift of an abuse-free life can be given 
to all our kids,”’ concluded Walsh.

Suicide Prevention 
During Holidays

The following text was prepared by Sergeant 
Jeremiah J. Manfra for use in officer training at 
the Boston Police Academy. | thought it might be 
of some value to all as we prepare to enter 
another holiday season. 

The holiday season is upon us, a time to be hap- 
py and festive. Historically, however, it is also a 
time of sadness and depression for a lot of peo- 
ple. For these people, suicide can be a solution to 
all their troubles. : 

In many cases, the police officer is called to a 
suicide scene after the fact and can do nothing 
more than make a report and notify the proper 
agencies. However, there are many instances 
when a police officer may come into contact with 
a person, who for several reasons, might want to 
commit suicide and it is this person that the 
police officer may be able to help. ‘ 

The most frequent possible contacts with 
potential suicides are family and family trouble 
calls, street confrontations, arrests-booking, and 
subsequent jailing of the person. It is with these 
initial contacts that a person may give a warning 
sign that he/she might be thinking of suicide. 

If the officer is alert, he/she may be able to pre- 
vent a suicidal act. The following are some myths 
and facts regarding suicide: 

Myth: Suicide happens suddenly and impulsive- 
ly, without premeditation. 

Fact: Less than 5% of suicides result from im- 
pulsive panic type behavior. More often, the 
suicidal thought arises as a fantasy; a way to 
resolve some personal crisis. 

Myth: The suicidal person rarely reveals or con- 
veys his/her intentions to anyone. 

Fact: 80% of persons who killed themselves 
have given some indication or warning sign and 
have made at least one previous attempt. 

Myth: People who talk about suicide won’t real- 
ly do it. 

Fact: Do not ignore any suicide threat. 
Statements like, ‘‘l can’t see any other way out,” 
or “You'll be sorry after I’m gone,” no matter how 
casugey or jokingly said, should be taken serious- 


Myth: Talking about suicide may give someone 
the idea. 

Fact: You can’t give a suicidal person morbid 
ideas by talking about suicide. Just the opposite 
is true. Bringing up the subject of suicide and 
discussing it openly is one of the most helpful 
things you can do.

inadequate Space For Work At Hand 

_ The building which the Open Pantry is housed 
in is inadequate in every way for the work at hand. 
A case in point is the task of preparing bags or 
boxes of food for individuals with documented 
need. Supervised by Brenda Welch and Jean Rob- 
bins, the work is done in a room no larger than a 
small living room. 

While a portion of the food must be purchased 
from a food bank, or is government issued, Open 
Pantry is largely dependent on the generosity of 
outside organizations and individuals. The supply 
fluctuates throughout the year, sometimes mak- 
ing it difficult to maintain completely adequate 
stores. Ms. Welch and others gratefully note a re- 
cent donation on the part of the Agawam Post Of- 
fice that for now has made the job significantly 
easier. 

Provision of hot breakfast and lunch Monday 
through Friday is another function of the Open 
Paniry. While breakfast is cooked on the premises 
by the staff, lunch is donated by charitable 
organizations and private businesses. The coor- 
dinator of kitchen activities is Joan Zinkin. With a 
small home kitchen and a dining room that seats 
15, the staff is challenged to serve 40 to 50 at 
breakfast and 70 to 90 people for lunch day after 
day. When the lunch food is depleted, the staff im- 
provises with whatever is at hand. 

Aside from food-related services, there are 
multiple programs and activities made possible 
through the efforts of this group. Parents are 
taught skills to improve their lives through the 
Parent-Child Program, funded by grants from the 
Community Foundation of ~- Western 
Massachusetts and the Catholic Diocese’s Cam- 
paign for Human Development. 

Children benefit from a summer program and 
activities throughout the year that insure that they 
will not miss important evens such as birthdays 
and Christmas. 

’ Medical And Social Services 

While the second floor is devoted to the storage 
of clothing, one small room will soon be used for 
Christmas activities, a space currently utilized by 
the Open Pantry’s nurse, Sandra Thompson, and 
Advocate, Patrick Kearney, this pair provides High 
caliber medical and social services twice a week. 

Ms. Thompson, involved for nearly 19 years in 
Mercy Hospital's Health for the Homeless, ad- 
ministers basic health assessments and vaccines 
supplied by the Public Health Department, as well 
as transporting her patients to the hospital when 
required. 

Kearney, with a thorough understanding of not 
only his people but the system as well, 
resourcefully tends to the practical needs of 
employment and housing, in addition to a host of 
other duties. 

Although his services are only funded for 10 
hours, he can work up to 30 hours per week. 

The spirit of the season is no_ better 
demonstrated than from within the confines of 
the Open Pantry and by this group of dedicated 
people whose work makes such a tangible dif- 
ference in so many lives. Donations of food, 
clothing, and toys are greatly needed and a way to 
not only reach out to the less fortunate, but to ex- 
press our thanks to the staff of the Open Pantry 
for their excellence throughout the year.

Seven years ago retired Agawam Police Detec- 
tive Ed Borgatti, who also was well-known as a 
chef, decided to follow a long-time goal, open his 
own family restaurant. 

So, with his wife of many years, Stella, and 
college-age son, Ed Jr., and daughter, Shelley, 
E.B’s Specialty Chicken Restaurant on Walnut 
Street Extension opened its doors on June 3rd, 
1986. 

To sav E.B’s has. been anything but a 
remarkable, local success story would be, to use 
an old cliche, an understatement. Tireless work by 
the Borgatti Family and their employees, and an 
understanding of the changing trends in family 
dining have all contributed to this thriving 
business. 

The Food Is Delicious 

But the bottom line here is the food. It’s 
delicious, it includes Italian-style entrees, 
chicken, grinders, and fresh fish, it’s served ina 
timely fashion in a casual setting, and, equally as 
important, it fits the family budget. 

In 1986 the Borgattis employed six people and 
now have 20 on the payroll. Their seating capacity 
began at 70 and has since expanded to 95. They 
instituted a catering and party planning menu in 
1989 and significantly added to their takeout 
business by expanding the counter area. 

And then in 1990 the Borgatti’s began to deliver 
their food to residents of Agawam and Feeding 
Hills, as well as to parts of West Springfield. 

And according to Ed Borgatti, Jr., a 1984 
graduate of Agawam High and 1988 graduate of 
Western New England College, the takeout and 


delivery part of the business now outdistances . 


the large dining room (which is always bustling 
with activity in a come-as-you-are setting). 


E.B’s is also famous for its buffalo wings. EdJr. 


told us that in 1992 the restaurant served nine 
tons of wings; with 1993 winding down, that figure 
has ballooned to 25 tons. 

And to underscore the special nature of the buf- 
falo wings served at E.B’s, the restaurant is the 
two-time defending champion of the area’s “Bud 
Light Wing Ding,” which pits local restaurants in 
competition against each other, all to benefit the 
Easter Seal campaign. 

Ed Jr. says E.B’s is ready for a “‘three-peat” 
when the 1994 ‘Wing Ding” is again held at the 
Ramada Inn in West Springfield in February. 

In the kitchen of E.B’s the other night, Ed Sr., ef- 
fortlessly went about weaving his magic on two 
orders of eggplant parmesan, scrod francaise, 
chicken francaise, and veal parmesan. Ed Sr. is 
such a familiar face in this community. He served 
for years in the Police Department, as well as a 
member of Town Council, and in youth athletics. 

He was the founder of the Sacred Heart Athletic 
Association back in the 1950’s and for these ef- 
forts and others, was honored by having a public 
park here in Agawam named after him (Ed Borgat- 
ti Park off River Road). 

Ed Jr. is a jack-of-all-trades at the restaurant. 
He says that even during the recession period, 
E.B’s continued to thrive because the Borgatti 
family recognizes the changing face of the food 
industry. “Changing times dictated that we 
change with it,” he stated.

Are You Considering 
Purchasing A Condo? 


Condominiums are becoming popular _alter- 
natives for some home buyers, mainly because 
they offer the amenities of apartment living with 
the advantage of owning a home. However, if 
you’re in the market for condominium living, you 
should be aware of the possible limitations of pur- 
chasing and owning a condo. 

First, work with a real estate broker or agent ex- 
perienced in the condominium market in your 
area. The agent can be very helpful in targeting a 
complex suited to your needs. Also, a particular 
agent might be more familiar with a certain 
building’s history, and association fees and re- 
quirements. Look around the building or complex 
you're interested in, and talk to the condo 
association or current residents. 

Hiring a real estate attorney to go over all 
documents is as essential in purchasing a condo 
as itis in purchasing a house. The attorney should 
review the condominium declaration extensively 
to interpret many pages of information into 
layman’s language. Also, the “fine print” will be 
deciphered for you. Since a condominium 
declaration guides the day-to-day living of the 
community, it is important to get a feeling of the 
lifestyle you’re buying into. 


The buyer is entitled to ask for copies of all 
declarations, association rules, and bylaws. 
Remember, you have to live within the limitations 
set up by the condo association. Make sure you 
can abide by the guidelines listed. 

Also, make sure you pay attention to the status 
of the association reserve fund, which is set up by 
residents for maintenance of the building or com- 
plex. If the reserve fund is low and the building is 
in need of repair or extensive upkeep, be aware 
that you’ll be asked to contribute money above 
and beyond the regular association fees for those 
projects in the near future. 

Because your home is also an investment, pay 
attention to the rules involving resale of the unit. 
Some condo complexes limit the use of ‘For 
Sale” signs, don’t allow owners to rent out their 
units, and have the right to approve or screen 
potential buyers. 

It's always a good idea to request an interview 
with the condominium board before making a 
final decision. This allows a buyer to get a feeling 
for the community, people, and general at- 
mosphere before making an irreversible decision. 
Look for any association rules that may hinder 
your lifestyle. If you own a recreational vehicle 
that needs to be parked in a driveway or garage, or 
if you own a pet, you don’t want to live someplace 
that doesn’t allow this!

Your food diary can be as simple as jotting 
down the date, time, and food you ate. Or it can in- 
clude where you ate, with whom you ate, the 
amount you ate, and the emotions you were feel- 
ing at the time. 

Time and time again, my clients exclaim, “| 
never realized what | eat!” after they keep a food 
dairy. Recording everything you eat everyday can 
be a bit of a hassle, but view it as an investment in 
your health that could really pay off. 

Once you’ve gotten in the habit of writing down 
what you eat, set goals to develop positive food 
habits. Start with the easiest goal to accomplish. 
Once the goal has become habit, move on to goal 
number two. Here’s some goals you may want to 
consider: 
$ : Avoid eating within three hours of going to 

ed. 

ClTake 15 minutes a week to plan low-fat meals 
for the week ahead. Often we eat high-fat, high- 
calorie foods because we’re eating on the run. 

O Eat only in the kitchen or dining room. 

Drink water with your meal. 

O Put your fork- down between each bite. 

O Have a larger breakfast and lunch, and a 
smaller dinner. 

O Eat only when you're seated.

If the financial climate in this state is unsettled, 
it’s not apparent at the shopping malls these 
days, where it feels like punishment to shop. 

Lines are long, dispositions touchy, and heaven 
help you if (like the salmon) you attempt to pro- 
ceed in the wrong direction against the forward 
current of Christmas shoppers in the main cor- 
ridors of the mall. This writer's last—and hope- 
fully final! —veniture into the fray was followed by 
a glass of Coors and a fervent wish for solitude. 

The nature of the 20th century Christmas is a 
far cry from that of other, differently harried, cen- 
turies. Dinner at a favorite restaurant or, lately, 
the concept of the order-in holiday dinner are 
worlds away from the Christmas celebrations of 
other times. 

Looking back through history, one notable dif- 
ference in the nature of Christmas feasts is the 
numbers of guests involved. This, of course, is 
due to the status of the hosts, whose celebrations 
are noted for all time because of their status as 
monarchs. 

In 1377, the English king, Richard Il, threw a 
Christmas bash for 10,000 people, requiring the 
services of no less than 2,000 cooks. That one lit- 
tle turkey on the holiday menu doesn’t seem so 
onerous now, does it? I’m feeling better already. 

EGG NOG 
(Serves 30) 
24 eggs, separated 
2 cups sugar 
1 quart bourbon 
2 cups brandy 
1 quart heavy cream 
2 quarts milk 
1 quart vanilla ice cream 
Nutmeg 

Beat egg yolks and sugar until thick. Add bour- 
bon and brandy and stir thoroughly (the liquor 
“cooks” the eggs - and the guests...). Add cream 
and milk and continue whipping. Break up the ice

King Henry IV, who ruled England from 
1399-1413, held banquets so elaborate they had to 
be housed in Westminster Abbey. This same king 
staged another mass production (remembered as 
a “glutton mass celebration’’) that went on for five 
days, infamous for the incredible amounts of food 
and drink that were consumed ‘with the most 
furious zeal and rapidity.” 

While in 1993 we may not deal with the same 
volume in our home Christmas meals, the zeal 
and rapidity factor still exists, wherein a 
Christmas meal of two days’ preparation is inhal- 
ed in under 30 minutes. 

In 1492, Henry VII hosted a Christmas dinner at 
which were served some 120 different dishes. Ac- 
cess to the entire dinner depended on one’s sta- 
tion in the scheme of courtly affairs (the mayor 
and his associates were only allowed to sample 
from 24 dishes, but were given an abundance of 
wine). A 

The Christmas sweet tooth is in evidence 
throughout history in such creations as custards 
served with gold leopards sitting in it; a dish call- 
ed frumenty({boiled hulled wheat in milk with sugar 
and spices); and sugary concoctions called 
“subtleties,’’ which were often molded in the form 
of the Wise Men, a cradle, or a manger. 

Today, we might observe a less elaborate ver- 
sion of this (either after dinner or as a gift) witha 
homemade fudge for the sugar lovers in our lives. 


PENUCHE FUDGE 
(Makes 64 Pieces) 
2% cups brown sugar 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine 
1 tablespoon light corn syrup 
3%4 cup milk 
Pinch of salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
¥2 cup broken walnuts 
Combine -all ingredients except nuts and 
vanilla; cook to 236F, stirring until the sugar is 
dissolved. Slide pan from the heat and permit the 
candy to cool until the thermometer registers 


Welcomed the Wisemen, who came from afar, 

By the midnight sky, illumed by the star; 

That guided them on this “First Christmas’’ morn, 
To the little lone stable, where Jesus was born;

If the prospect of producing pies for the holiday 
seems wearying, consider one of the most 
famous pies in history, produced for the London 
Christmas festivities of Sir Henry Gray in 1770. 

Baked by his housekeeper, Dorothy Patterson, 
the pie was composed of the minced meat of par- 
tridges, blackbirds, geese, rabbits, turkeys, and 
ducks—plus 20 pounds of butter and a couple of 
bushels of flour. The pie was about nine feet in 
diameter and weighed 165 pounds, making it 
necessary to be moved and served on a four- 
wheeled cart. 

Stories abound through the centuries of the 
customs and nature of Christmas meals from our 
finest writers, the most famous of which may be 
Charles Dickens with his immortal story of the 
Cratchits’ Christmas meal. 

Samuel Pepys (1633-1703) wrote in 1662 that he 
enjoyed “a mess of plum pudding and a roasted 
pullet,” also noting that due to his wife’s iliness 
he had to send out for a mince pie. Today, we 
“send out” for Mrs. Smith. 

Washington Irving (1783-1859), in an essay titled 
“The Christmas Dinner,” gives us a clear picture 
of a 19th-century celebration in England. Dinner 
was announced when the cook picked up his roll- 
ing pin and knocked three times on his workspace 
with it. The meal (the highlight of which was a 
pig’s head borne in by the butler and several ser- 
vants) was capped off with a great partaking from 
the wassail bowl, and a very, very Merrie 
Christmas was had by all. 

Stories exist in abundance throughout history, 
and across many cultures, of Christmas cuisine. 
While the holiday preparations of the past may 
not have been conducted at the breakneck speed 
of 1993, we should be grateful that we have pro- 
gressed beyond the making of 165-pound pies and 
120-dish dinners.

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This Week At THE MOVIES

—A Perfect World 

Clint Eastwood reaffirms his abilities as the 
man behind the camera as well as in front of it in 
A Perfect World, a slow-moving but powerful 
drama about the bond that forms between an 
escaped convict and his young hostage. 

Kevin Costner is Butch Haynes, a psychotic 
criminal who initiates a jail break with fellow 
prisoner Terry Pugh (Keith Szarabajka), a violent 
man with no hang-ups about killing whoever gets 
in his way. 

As the two make their getaway, the need to 
change cars puts them at the doorstep of a single 
mother and her children, all practicing Jehovah’s 


_Witnesses. Pugh tries to rape the mother and 


Butch rescues her, then takes her son hostage. 
And that is where the real story takes flight. 
Pugh’s abusive behavior toward the boy sends 

the child fleeing into a cornfield, with Pugh in pur- 
suit. Butch catches up quickly, killing his fellow 
con and rescuing the child. They form an uneasy 
alliance, with Butch representing many of the 
adventures forbidden in the Jehovah faith. 

As they mimic a relatively non-violent Bonnie- 
and-Clyde crime spree, Butch steals food, money, 
and weapons, and young Phillip steals a much- 
coveted Halloween costume of Casper the Friend- 
ly Ghost. Their cross-country trek takes them 
through barren Texas farmland, and into talks 
about dreams and plans and unfulfilled hopes. 
And along the way Butch provides Phillip with a 
taste of adventure: a psuedo-rollercoaster ride 
tied to the top of their stolen station wagon; a 
meeting with a hospitable black family; a ride ina 
runaway Cav... 

But for every moment of adventure there are 
undertones: rough words spoken to a child in a 
market bring a viscious glint to Butch’s eye; a slap 
to the face of a little boy sees Butch put a guntoa 
father’s throat; and Butch’s past unfolds, piece by 
piece, bringing to the forefront a story of one 
abused boy who grew up on the wrong side of the 
law but somehow still wants to make it right—and 
making it right means traveling from Texas graz- 
ing land to the cold northern climate of Alaska, 
the postmark on the last card Butch’s father ever 
sent him. 

In one bone-chiling scene, Phillip asks his cap- 
tor, ‘Have you ever killed anyone?” Butch replies, 
“1 killed the man that hurt my ma, and | killed the 
man that hurt you.” 

The movie’s finest moments, however, come in 
the home of a black family who have provided the 
travelers with bed and board for the night. In one 
scene Butch dances with the black grandmother, 
in the next the black child’s father brutally 
disciplines his son, an action that unleashes rage 
in both Butch and his young captive/friend. That 
scene explodes into a climactic ending, revealing 
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an emotic.ial link between fatherless males and 
the choices between right and wrong, and life and 
death. 

In ‘‘a perfect world,” such choices would not be 
made because there would simply be no need to 
make them. But the world, as we see it here, as it 
is in real life, is not perfect. Eastwood, however, 
has made a near-perfect film. 


—Schindler’s List 

As is the norm with modern films, there is the 
good, the bad, and the ugly, and sometimes there 
are moments of greatness. Such a film is 
Schindler’s List, Steven Spielberg’s breakthrough 
movie, one that is perhaps too grey and somber 
for the holidays but which, in its own power and 
glory, affirms the power of the human spirit. 

Oskar Schindler (played by a heftier Liam 
Neeson) is a powerful, wealthy, and arrogant in- 
dustrialist in World War || Germany. He craves 
power and enjoys the bon vivant lifestyle power 
and money can buy. 

But as the holocaust burns through Europe, he . 
grapples with moral issues and finds himself for- 
ming a bond with a Jewish bookkeeper (Ben 
Kingsley as Itzhak Stern) and devising a way to 
beat the Nazis by hiring Jews to work in his fac- 
tory, circumventing the ovens at the likes of 
Dachau and Auschwitz. 

The use of black and white film in this colorized 
age brings the viewer back in time to the 1940s, 
when major films were often still done in black 
and white—a technique which adds to the drama, 
the tension, and the terror that build steadily 
through this phenomenal screenplay. 

Spielberg, who gave us E.7., The Goonies, and 
the animated An American Tale, has until now 
seemed to keep one foot firmly embedded in 
childhood dreams and fantasies. With Schindler’s 
List, he has grown up. 

The film has scenes that will haunt the viewer: 
in one sequence, in a railroad yard, Nazis are her- 
ding Jews into cattle cars headed to the death 
camps. In the camera’s eye we watch as hundreds 
and thousands of suitcases are moved across the 
railyards to a warehouse, and table after table of 
cases, clothes, toys, and mothers’ personal ob- 
jects. 

To anyone who may have traveled to Europe 
and visited these former deathcamps, or toured 
Auschwitz (now the most incredible Holocaust 
memorial) with its horrifying rooms filled with 
eyeglasses, women’s braids, shoes, and other 
personal effects, the film lands a punch that 
knocks the wind right out of you. 

No, it’s not easy viewing, but it is great view- 
ing—a film that should be required viewing for 
anyone who takes freedom for granted.

Reading PSAT Results 


Last week, over 200 sophomores and juniors 
received their test results of the PSATs 
(Preliminary Scholastic Aptitude Test) along with 
their test booklet. I'strongly urge parents to read 
the easy-to-understand score report, since it is an 
excellent educational planning tool. 

The new score report provides personalized 
score information and item analyses as well as 
guidance information based on a student’s 
designated college major: a description, recom- 
mended high school courses, skills and interests 
associated with success in the major, alternate 
majors, and related careers. 

Additional information is on the back of the 
score report to help students: 

—Get all they can from their score reports; 

—Understand score ranges and percentiles; 

—Develop criteria reading and math problem- 
solving skills; 

—Understand entry to scholarship programs; 
and... 

—Plan for college. 

For juniors, the next text experience will be the 
SAT-1, which they will take in May 1994. Our 
counselling staff will review with their juniors 
their PSAT results and make suggestions for 
preparing for the SAT-1. One proven way of im- 
proving one’s scores is taking an SAT preparation 
course. 

In March, such a course will be offered through 
the Agawam Adult Education program. More 
details about this course will be given to students 
and parents in February.

Self-Esteem Built At Granger School

It’s 
all part of an Adelphi Committee project to build 
the children’s self-esteem. 

Going beyond the old adage, ‘Uf you can’t say 
something nice, say nothing at all,’’ the aim of the 
project is for each student to make one positive 
statement about each of their classmates. 


Proposed by Adelphi Committee Chairwoman 
Li-Ling Waller, the project is the result of her 
research into ways to build children’s self- 
esteem. ‘‘We all know the importance of self- 
esteem. It builds self-confidence and encourages 
children to try harder. | believe you can never start 
too early to instill a sense of self-worth,” Mrs. 
Waller remarked. 


Working with Adelphi Committee members 
Doreen Gildersieeve and Carol Friedrich, Mrs. 
Waller is producing a poster for each child in the 
school with a color photograph of themselves, 
and a list of all the nice things their classmates 
had to say about them. 


The committee members are producing the 
posters on their home computer system. In addi- 
tion to typing approximately 25 positive 
statements on each poster, the volunteers must 
then match up the posters with rolls of school 
photos obtained from the photographer. Once the 
correct photo has been affixed, the poster is 
laminated.

Although kindergarten and first grade students 
worked on their ‘‘What I like most about ...’’ lists at 
home, many teachers used the project as part of 
their study of language skills in the classroom. “| 
worked it into a lesson on adjectives,” Mrs. 
Heimann said. ‘It was a good lesson because | 
could give them help with descriptive words and 
they were being encouraged to think of something 
positive about each child.” 

Although the focus of the project was building 
self-esteem in the students, Mrs. Gildersleeve 
said it was important “to show the kids that there 
is something nice about everyone.” 

Funded by the PTO, the project is expected to 
run until the end of the school year as the nearly 
500 students eagerly await seeing their poster on 
display.

The Staff Appreciation Committee instituted by 
AHS Principal Russell G. Furtado announced the 
first monthly winner of the Orange and Brown 
Outstanding Performance Award at the December 
6th staff meeting.

Corbin 
established the intramural sports program, was 
the first coach of the lacrosse team, and is 
presently the senior class advisor. 

Taken by surprise at being honored by his col- 
leagues, Corbin said, “l was overwhelmed when 
they said my name. | appreciate that people felt 
strongly about what I’ve been able to accomplish 
at AHS as a relatively new teacher.” 

Peer Recognition Important 

According to Furtado, the philosophy of peer 
recognition came from his military background. 
“Erom my experience in the military, when so- 
meone does an outstanding job, the recognition 
from your peers is most important. It serves as an 
incentive to continue doing a good job, especially 
in cases where financial reward is not possible.” 

Noting that in general, recognition for those in 
education is lacking, Furtado formed the commit- 
tee in September to develop a performance award 
for all staff who work with the students. 

’ After surveying the faculty and staff, the com- 
mittee of eighteen established the following 
criteria for the award: outstanding achievement, 
service to the school community and students, 
and positive influence within the school com- 
munity.

Deer Season Ends 
With Low kill 


The deer season ended with a low kill the last 
week. The successful hunters from Agawam, 
Feeding Hills, and Southwick are as follows: 

G. Santanello, 125-pound, five-point buck, 
Agawam; Bruce Stone, 100-pound, three-point 
buck, Agawam; Doug Siebert, 130-pound, four- 
point buck, Southwick; Greg Nowill, 90-pound 
doe, Agawam; Don Vermette, 104-pound doe, 
Feeding Hills; Matt Lovechio, 111-pound spike 
buck, Feeding Hills; Paul Schmaelzle, button 
buck, Feeding Hills. 

Also, Van Ciak, Sr., 92-pound doe, Feeding 
Hills; Chuck Michowski, 117-pound, seven-pound 
buck, Southwick; Kevin Biclarski, 106-pound doe, 
Southwick; and Bob Ellershaw, 100-pound doe, 
Southwick. 

The results were obtained at Barb’s Bait Shop, 
Southwick Street, Southwick. 

PRELIMINARY ARCHERY TALLIES 

Preliminary. totals from the 1993 archery deer 
season show a harvest of 1,370 deer, according to 
Dan McGuiness of the Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife. This year’s total is down 174 deer when 
compared to last year’s record high take of 1,544, 
but it will be the second- or third-highest archery 
harvest in Massachusetts history (depending on 
the results of the final harvest reports). 

Last year set an all-time high record, outdoing 
the previous record of 1,393 which was set in 
1991. This year’s final figures are very close to 
those of ‘91 and are in line with biologists’ expec- 
tations. It is estimated that between 15,000 to 
18,000 bowhunters entered the woodlands this 
year in search of deer in Massachusetts. 

The kill by districts is as follows: 

Wetern, 331, down by 99; Connecticut Valley, 
265, down by 53; Central, 258, down by 26; Nor- 
theast, 92, down by two; Southeast, 148, up by six. 
Nine-hundred and 97 bucks and 373 does were 
killed—the desired ratio. 

A number of large deer, dressing out at 200 
pounds or more, was taken this year, with the 
heaviest being a 222-pound, eight-point . buck 
taken in Orleans by Wayne Diamond of North 
Eastram. 

The winner of the archery big buck contest at 
Barb’s Bait is Gary Provost of Agawam with a 
208-pound buck. 

During the fall season on turkeys (which ran 
from November 8th through 13th, and could only 
be take place west of the Connecticut River), 172 
birds of either sex were killed. Hunters could only 
use bows and arrows or shotguns (restricted in 
shot sizes from no. 4 to no. 6 shot). 

As with most fall seasons, the majority of the 
harvest was comprised of hens and young birds 
which hatched in the spring of this year. 

RUFFED GROUSE HABITAT ESTABLISHED 

The Ruffed Grouse Society and Orvis have 
teamed up with Fish and Game Divisions and the 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands to 
improve habitat for ruffed grouse and other 
wildlife species. 

The Society, along with a donation from Orvis, 
provided a $4,800 grant for clearing the trees. 

Sixteen acres of aspen, which were in poor 
health and declining, were cut in October. Cutting 
the site this fall clears the way for new aspen 

rowth next spring. Aspen will sprout prolifically 
rom the roots of the cut trees. If the stand had not 
been cut, the trees and their roots would have 
ied.

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HUNTER NUMBERS UP IN 1992 

A total of 15,746,000 hunting licenses were sold 
in 1992, up from 1991 by over 28,000 country-wide. 
Michigan holds the top spot with 1,171,721 
hunters, while Pennsylvania is a close second 
with 1,170,602. Texas is third with 1,045,858. 

Money from hunting licenses and tags was up 
nine percent to $481.2 million. Hunters and 
fishermen are responsible for 600,000 job in the 
United States, and they pay for their sport with an 
11-percent federal tax on the equipment they buy 
in pursuit of their sport. 

New Hampshire reports that the average size of 
landlocked salmon in Sunapee increased again in 
1993, the third straight year of improvement. Dur- 
ing the fall netting, biologists found that the

average fish size was 19.9 inches and the average 
weight was 3.17 pounds. Last year, the average 
salmon was 17.7 inches and 2.3 pounds. 

The increase is attributed to a good balance in 
the lake between the number of salmon and the 
number of smelt, the primary forage for this 
popular sport fish.
